LOCAL GOVERNMENT OFFICIAIA.— 
At a meeting of the Local Government 
Officials’ (Ireland) Trade Union last night, 
the General Secretary re that as a re- 
sult of the action of the Union in advocating 
the adoption of the corspetitive examination 
system for the filling of clerical vacancies in 
the Irish Local Government administration, a 
large number of local authorities throughout 
the country had initiated the examination 
method, and it might be “ET” — in 
the near future appointments ex on 
would be the invariable rule in most public 
services, instead of the exception, as hereto- 
fore. In view of the several radical changes 
in contemplation by the Government, with re- 
gard to public services in general, the Execu- 
tive appointed a Parliamentaty Sub-Com- 
mittee to watch the tess of legislation on 
behalf of members of the Local vernment 
services, and to take any necessary steps for 
the protection of the interests of the officials.

For the moment the occupation of the 
Rhineland and Britain’s attitude towards 
it, as defined by Mr. Bonar Law in the 
House of Commons, overshadows every 
other subject in the field of foreign 
politics. Paris, Berlin, Brussels and 
Washington had waited eagerly for the 
Premier's speech, and, as was to be ex- 
pected, their views upon it differ widely. 
The Echo de Paris reflects the opinion of 
the entire French Press when it describes 
the speech as “ illogical’; and the New 
York Journal of Commerce speaks for every 
neutral country when it declares that it 
“expresses the: judgment of all well-in- 
formed folk.” The French hope that the 
silence of the British Government since 
the Paris Conference might be regarded as 
a sign that a change of policy was immi- 
nent has been dissipated, and it is patent 
that the world joins with Britain in regard- 
ing the occupation as something that 
“would be disastrous not only to Germany 
but to France, and even to the economic 
life of Europe.” Despite these plain in- 
timations that she can expect support 
from no quarter, France persists in her 
sterile policy of coercion. Yesterday the 
iron ring. round the occupied areas was 
made complete. General Degoutte, the 
Commander-in-Chief at Dasseldorf, issued a 
proclamation forbidding “a]l transmission 
of goods, except food, into unoccupied 
Germany.” The exception of foodstuffs is 
superfiuous; for the oceupied areas are 
the great industrial areas which depend 
upon the sgricultural areas for supplies 
of foodstuffs Already the 
authorities of Essen have been compelled 
to look to Holland for relief, and a con- 
tract has been made with Dutch con- 
tractors to send milk, so that the children 
may not suffer. 

The only ground upon which the French 
policy could be justified is that it would 
produce quick and satisfactory results. 
So far its results have been of the wrong 
kind. It was announced yesterday, almost 
with a shout of triumph, that 49,000 tons 
of coal and coke had been sent from the 
Ruhr to France and Belgium. Speaking

As for 
the Chief of Staff, Ferzi Pasha, who was 
raised to the rank of Marshal for the 
efficacy of his plan which led to the defeat 
of the Greeks in Anatolia, he is regarded 
as Kemal’s most formidable rival. The 
Nationa] Assembly, indeed, is split as com- 
pletely as the British Liberal Party is 
split, and the slightest sign of weakness 
on the part of France and Britain will give 
the seal of authority to the extreme section 
which wants to reject the treaty. 


Irish Trade. 


The figures which we print today in 
connection with the annual returns of the 
Dublin Port and Docks Board are dis- 
tinctly encouraging. The total tonnage 
on whiich dues were paid in Dublin last 
year was 2.035,766, or an increase of 8,954 
tons on the previous year. The total 
volume of trade was 2,528,143 tons, as 
compared with 2,265,109 tons im 1921. 
This improvement is remarkable. For the 
last six months: of last year Ireland was 
in the throes of a civil war. Her means 
of internal transport were dislocated: her 
railways were out of géer, her roads were 
torn up and blocked throughout the 
country. . Yet, while in 1921 the Port of 
Dublin imported only 1,752,222 tons of 
merchandise, in 1922 its imports amounted 
to 2.057.489 tons. On the other hand, 
exports fell off. In 1921 they totalled 
510,887 tons; last year they reached qniy 
470,654 tons. These figures have a lesson 
for every Irishman. They show that 
imports are increasing while exports are 
falling away, and that, as. sa nation, 
Ireland is dependent almost entirely on 
other countries—notably Great Britain— 
for everything except her food, Exports 
have declined during the past twelve 
months as a result of the condition of 
the country; and onr traders have been 
forced to buy large quantities of goods 
abroad which, in normal circumstances, 
they might have been able to procure at 
home. There has been a great revival of 
the import trade with Germany in con- 
sequence of the fall in the value of the 
mark, and Irish business men are be 


ginning’ to take an interest in foreign

| markets which they nerer took before. 
That is all to the good. One of the greatest 
handicaps to Irish trade, as well as to 
Irish political and social development, is 
the incial outlook which has cramped 
oar national horizon for such a long time. 
Ireland in the past has been too seli- 
centred. Her insular position and her 
political squabbles have kept her out of 
the world’s common activities, and while 
other nations have been forging sheed 
Ireland has been falling further and 
further behind in the race. Fortunately, 
a new generation has arisen, a generation 
which looks beyond the fonr corners of 
the island out into the. great world of 
civilised progress; and Irish men of busi- 
ness are awaking to their splendid oppor- 
tunities. Given political peace in the 
country, there is hardly a limit to the 
possibilities of Irish trade. As a co-equal 

rtner in the British Commonweslth 
Ireland would have the entrée to every 
market in the world. Her commerce would 
have the protection of the greatest Navy 
in history, and most-favoured nation treat- 
ment would await her in many corners of 
the globe which otherwise she never could 
hope to reach. Convinced Republicans 
would do well to ponder these facts. They 
are “sheer materialism,’ no doubt; but 
there is something to be said for them 
after all. Hitherto Irish trade has 
flourished almost in spite of the Irish 
people. Nature has endowed our land so 
bountifully that it has yielded its splendid 
harvests year in, year out; and we have 
been able to afford to sneer at the 
materialism of other nations, lees richly 
endowed than ourselves. Competition has 
become so keen of recent years, however, 
that this comfortable attitude must be 
ahandoned if Ireland is to prosper. We 
must take our place in the ranks of the 
world’s nations, and, if we are too proud 
to trade, we shall cease to count, 


Patriotism and Pockets. 


There is an old saying that when the 
taxpayer comes in at the door patrictism 
flies out of the window, and the attitude 
of the Channel] Islanders to the polite 
suggestion of the Imperial Government 
that they should pay a more substantial 
contribution towards the heavy burden of 
Imperial taxation is but a mild illustra- 
tion of a universal truth. The Channel 
Islanders are a sturdy, patriotic folk, 
proud of their British nationality and of 
the part played by them in the war. When 
it comes to a question of searching their 
own pockets, however, all the Frenchman 
in them rises to the surface; they bear 
no resemblance whatever to that meek 
milch cow, the British taxpayer. He, poor 
wretch, must pay up whether he likes it 
or no. The Channel Islanders are more 
fortunate. Queen Elizabeth, in a rash 
moment, bestowed on them a Charter 
which virtually permits them to live free 
of taxes of all kinds, except a few local 
imposts of a trifling nature. Under normal 
conditions this would give rise to no 
adverse comment. The islanders, fisher- 
men and small cultivators for the most 
part,, would never have grown wealthy 
merely as the result of going untaxed. 
On the other hand, a considerable amount 
of money flowed into the islands from 
England aa the result of the tourist traffic, 
and when the financial shoe began to pinch 
the British Government felt that, as these 
profits came from British pockets, a per- 
centage should come back in the form of 
revenue to the Imperial Exchequer. Pro 
vided that the Imperial Government's ples 
for a larger tax contribution and the fact 
that only a temporary arrangement, based 
on exceptional circumstances, is proposed, 
are properly explained, it is more. than 
likely that the States Assembly will make 
arrangements for a substantial grant. 


Emigration. 


The arguments advanced by the occupants 
of the Labour benches in the House of 
Commons ere not, generally speaking, of 
a highly intellectual order, nor are they 
informed with that spirit of sturdy 
common-sense that might reasonably be 
expected from the spokesmen of a section 
of the community that has to make 
common-sense do duty where others hare 
intellect and education at their command. 
The attitude taken by the Labour members 
in Wednesday night's debate on the ques- 
tion of emigration was true to type. Mr. 
Hardie declared that every child “had 
the divine right to live * and that emigra- 
tion of the young was “not emigration, 
but the tearing up of thé love between 
mother and child.” Science, he declared, 
could be so applied as to make Great 
Britain independent of other lands, but 
it was used to enable commercial people 
to gain more protits. A curious doctrine 
this, but one that might be expected from 
a toiling Glaswegian, since it is the human 
product of great cities that, notwith- 
standing the hardship and squalor it has 
to put up with, is most reluctant to try 
its fortunes abroad. It will change neither 
its skies nor ite spirit. Perhaps, the stay- 
at-home working man is expected to be 
jeslous of the emigrant who, in ninety- 
nine cases out of a hundred, makes a life 
of colour and enterprise for himself that 
the stay-at-home can never hope to lire. 
But men are not jealous of their own 
children, and one might expect that the 
working classes would be the first to rise 
up and demand that every facility and aid 
be given to schemes for setiling their 
children in lands of sunshine and lives of 
opportunity, instead of wishing to see them 
pinned down to the dirt and cloom. the 
hopeless struggle and the constant priva- 
tion, that befall the toilers in the over- 
populated hives of modern imdustrialism.

SUNLIGHT IN THE 
TOMBS.

EW people realise the importance of 
F hotography in archaeological research, 
But if it were not for the camera much 
evidence would be entirely lost, and certain 
details would never be noticed. 
Before excavations are commenced, several 
al views of the site are taken, and it 
is from these that very useful information 
is obtained as to ground plans, which ere 
frequently invisible to the naked eye, yet ae 
very distinct in a photograph. ; 
The work above ground is comparatively 
simple, as it is chiefly a question o choosing 
the right moment—i.¢c., when the light will 
give the best results of the site or the objects 
to be photographed. Not so, however, 'n 
the work of photographing the interior of 
tombs, where the light is, more often than 
not, practically nil, and the question is how 
to get it into the tomb to enable one to make 
an exposure. : 
I have had considerable saill in 
photographing the paintings an reliefs in 
the tombs of Thebes, one I have neg 
succeeded, with a little management, in 
throwing sunlight into underground chafnbers 
—sometimes over 100ft. below the surface— 
that have never before seen the light of day. 


Mirror’s Use 


This is done with the aid of large mirror, 
One mirror is placed outside the tomb e- 
trance in the sunshine, and the shaft of sun- 
light sent from this into the chamber + 
caught by a silver-papered reflector, and 
thence thrown on the part of the wall that “s 
to be photographed, being kept constantly in 
motion to ensure equal lighting. 

When en intact tomb is found—unfortu 
nately a very rare occurrence—one usually 
finds the entrance bricked up. and, im some 
eases. the entire surface of ..e plaster 
covered with seals. In snch a case, the first 
thing to be done is to photograph this sealed 
entrance, and nothing further must be done 
until the picture is developed and pronounced 
satisfactory. 

Duplicate negatives are invariably taken, 
as. once the seals and bricks are removed, 
the photograph is the only evidence that re- 
mains. The entrance is then cleared, other

photographs are taken of any new piece of 
evidence that turns up, or of any object or 
roup of objects which the general views 
sn failed to discicse. 


A Dozen Views. 


It may even, in some cases, be necessary to 
take a series of a dozen or more ‘iews of 8 
single object, in order to illustrate the various 
stages in its clearing or wiwrapping. It 
sometimes happens that the photographs 
taken in the tomb are the only ones that it is 

sible to get, as frequently the objects col- 
is when touched. i 

remember when we were clearing @ series 
of XVIIth Dynasty tombs, which had been 
infested with white ants, the preliminary 
photographs were literally the only record of 
most of the wooden objects found. The coffins 
appeared to be in perfect condition, but ¥ hen 
touched they collapsed into dust. 


Electric Light. 


When Lord Carnarvon and Mr, Carter told 
me they were going to ask the Metropoliten 
Museum for the loan of my services to assist 
in the recording of the tomp of Tutankhamen, 
the first idea that came to me was the ques- 
tion of lighting, and I was greatly reliered 
to learn that. electric light was to be need, 
and that we should be able to work inde 
pendently of the sun. . tags 

The Tombs of the Kings are lighted by 
electricity, so that it was only a qu 
extra wire and more poweriul | 
general rule, one can rely on havin 
sunshine at Luxor even im 
occasionally there are cloudy 
usually occur when least wanted. 

Another point that is very important in 
tomb-photography is colour-rendering. In 
the first chamber of the tomb in question 
the predominant colour is gold, and the two 
statues of the King guarding the sealed en- 
trance are black and gold. 

Gold on an ordinary plate comes out bisck. 
and even on an orthochromatic plate the differ- 
ence between black and gold is not very 
marked. Therefore, the only way to get & 
correct colour-rendering is to use panchromatic 
plates. 


Derk Room. 


These have to be manipalated in total 
darkness, which is not at all a difficult 
business in a well-appointed dark-room; bat 
it is not so easy in the desert, in a tomb. 
My dark-room is the socalled cache of 
Akhenaten, the father-in-law of Tutankhamen, 
discovered by Mr. Theodore Davie and Mr. 
Ayrton in 1909, within a stene’s throw of 
Tutankhamen’s tomb. 

It is apptoached by a flight of twenty-five 
steps down a passage S0ft. long, at the end 
of which four more steps lead down into a 
chamber SOft. square. At the foot of the 
first flight of steps we hung a heavy black 
curtain, with another at the end of the pas- 
sage, and when these are drawn I have a 
very efhcient dark-room. 

When I am developing panchromatic plates 
I post one of my camera boys outside the 
outer curtain with my watch. 

When the dereloper is poured on the plate 
I shout to him to note th- time, and he 
calls out the minutes as they pass. I thus 
know when to take the plate from the 
developer and place it in the fixing bath. 

At first it is a little difficult to work in 
absolute darkness, but one soon geta used to 
it, and the resulte, generally speaking, are 
well worth the inconvenience. * The

LONDON CONFERENCE. 


‘“ENTENTE AT STAKE.”

PARIS, Thureday. 

Anxiety for the result of M. le Trocquer’s 
visit to London is dominant to-day. Eng- 
land’s answer to the French request to be 
allowed to use the railways through the 
British zone is, in some quarters and for the 
moment, seen as the touchstone of the Entente. 

Telegrams from London so far do not en- 
courage the belief that it will be favourable. 
Mr, Bonar Law’s expressed desire not to put 
difficulties in the way of France is already 
being discounted. 

It is pointed ont that British neutrality, 
however benevolent in intention, will never- 
theless, in the case of a refusal, canse de- 
finite and grave damage to French interests. 

It is even suggested that the Govern- 
ment was wrong in asking permission from 
Great Britain at all. The Inter-Allied Rhine 
land Commission, which was competent to erx- 
tend to the Rhineland the embargo on ex- 
portations from ‘the Ruhr, it is maintained 
was equally competent in the matter of 
railways. 

The failure hitherto to bring oat any but 
the smallest quantities of coal is well recog- 
nized in industrial circles. The ne, repre- 
senting the metel industry, says it is useless 
to blink the facts. Coke deliveries are entirely 
“held up,” and the coal coming through is 
negligible’ by comparison with the 100,000 
tons a month which was being received from 
the Reparations deliveries. Improvements 
still seem a long way off, and meanwhile in- 
dustry is in for a bad time. 

The reading of the fuller reports of Mr.

He 
uses Eastern and Western ideas, without the 
least prejudice in favour of one or the other. 

“Tf a thing is good I use it,” he says; 

if it is bad I do not use it. The words 
‘like’ and ‘dislike’ mean nothing to me 
when considering such matters. 

Married quarters are provided in the setile- 
ment, and eaw several children happily 
busy in the garden, fr Gurdjieff recognises a 
truth often forgotten in more orthodox schoole 
—*‘‘ children really love: work.”’ 

And the youngsters, who, at the same time, 
receive instruction in ordinary subjects on a 
system laid down by the master, are allowed 
to work as hard as they like in the grounds. 
Thev are constantly under ical supervision 
however, like other students bere, and skill 
doctors are constantly on the watch against 
signs of over-exertion. 

Music forme an important part in the life of 
the settiement, and M. Gurdjieff has evolved 
a system of exercises conteinting over 6,000 
different movemente. 

These must all be performed to music, most 
of which has been composed by him, with the 
assistance of Proiessor de Hartmann, a 
musician who is a member of the colony. 

The elementary exercises ave designed ta 
give physical resulte only, but as the student 
progretses they become symbolic. 

Gurdjiefi's hospitality is Eastern in its 
laviahness. For one dav each student is 
treated as a visitor to the settlement, and is 
entertained by the master. The life, however, 
is occasionally interrupted by wonderful 
feasta in the “ study-honse,”’ at which students 
are the guests of their chief.

CORK BUILDERS’ PLIGHT.

PAYMENTS WITHHELD. 


At the meeting of the Cork Reconatruction 
Finance Committee last evening, builders 
having contracts on hands made serious repre- 
sentations on the iinancial arrangements 
governing the scheme. 


Mr. John Sisk, said that the Re a of the 
conteactorse was becoming practically unbear- 
able. In ordinary commercial life, when an 
architect or am engineer gave a certificate 
for work done on a Government contract the 
money was paid immediately. Now the pusi- 
tion in Cork was that some certificates, run- 
ning back eo far as last October, bad not 
been paid, and there was £15,000 due on these 
certificates alone. Since then work had yone 
on, so that very big sums had to be added 
to the certificates that had gone before. Unless 
eome arrangement was made toyarda expedit- 
ing payment there be no alternative 
for the contractors but to shut down. “hey 
could not carry the burthen further. 

Some months ago certificates were passed 
for £5,000 in connection with the Munster 
Arcade Cabinet Factory, a job that had since 
been completed, but jor which the contractor 
hed not yet got a penny. The original 
arrangement was that three-fifths of the 
amount would be available, but that was now 
stopped, and no money wae yon, Cooma 
[f some steps were not taken to have pay- 
ments made, not alone would the works shut 
down on the work in hands, but new works 
would not be taken on. It. was futile to 
look for certificates ior a second instalment 
when the first was not yet honoured, 

SIMPLY PLAYING. 

The Chairman of the Committee said that 
he appreciated the builders’ position, and he 
expressed his own belief that the Government 
were simply playing with the matter. The 
Government had taken responsibility ior pay- 
ing this money, and when the work was done 
they should be in a position to pay the 


builder. 

The Town Clerk said that he was tired 
writing and urging the Ministry of Finance 
on the matter. The Committee had £14,000 
on hands, but they could not. make payments, 
as they had to carry out the Governments 
instructions not to pay certain decree holders.

Spying Out the Land. 

While waiting for the reply tha: afternoon 
and also the next morning, I went out and 
examined the front: a leafy, enclosed country, 
absolutely flat; a crescent of peering German 
kita, balloons; a continuous bombardment ; 
scarcely ahything in the nature of an infantry 
attack; wearied and disheartened defenders. 

It was extremely difficult to get a clear view 
and so understand what kind of fighting was 
actually going on, We were, however, at 
length able to reach the actual inundations 
beyond which the enemy was ted. En- 
trenching here was impossible for either side, 
owing to the water met with at a foot’s 
depth. The Belgian pickets crouched behind 
bushes. There was at that moment no ritle 
fire, but many shells traversed the air over- 
head on their way to the Belgian lines. 

Although the artillery fire of the Germans 
at Antwerp was at no time comparabie to the 
great ardmente afterwards witnessed in 
the Western Front, it was certainly severe. 
The Belgian trenches were broad and shallow, 
and gave herdly any protection to their worn- 
out and, in many cases, inexperienced troops. 


Under Fire. 


As we walked back from the edge of these 
inundations along a stone-paved high road, it 
was a formidable sight to see on either hand 
the heavy shells bursting in salvoes of threes 
and fonrs with dense black smoke near, or 
actually inside, these scanty shelters in whica 
the supporting troops were kneeling in fairly 
close order, i 

Every prominent building—chateau, tower 
or windmill!— was constantly under Sre; shrap- 
nel burst along the roadway, and hali a mile 
to the left a wooded enclosure was speckled 
with white puffs. Two or three days at least 
would be required to make sound breastworks 
or properly constructed and drained trenches 
or rifle pits. Till then it must be mainly 
an affair of hedges and of houses; and the 
incfiective trenches were merely shell traps. 

The Marines did not arrive until the mora- 
ing of the 4th, and went immediately into the 
line. When 1 visited them the same evening 
they were already engaged with the Germans 
m the outskirts of Lierre. 


House-to-House Fighting. 

Here, ior the first time, I saw German 
soidiers creeping forward from house to house 
or darting across the street.

The daily destruction of their trusted forts, 
the harsh and wnceasing bombardment of a 
vastly superior artillery, their apprehensions 
for their line of retreat, the cruel losses and 
buffetings they had suffered since the begin- 
ming of the war. had destroyed their confi- 
deuce and exhausted their strength.

he prime and vital need was to maintain 
the defence of Antwerp against the unceasing 
eitillery attack to which its whole southern 
iront was exposed. The position behind the 
river was capable of being made a strong one. 

It was, potentially, stronger in many re- 
spects than the line of the Yser, along which 
a fortmight later this same Belgian Army, in 
spite of further losses and discouragements, 
was to make a most stubborn and glorious de- 
fence. But despondency in the face of an 
apparently irresistible artillery, and the sense 
of isolation, struck a deadly chill. 

Meanwhile, however, help was hurrying for- 
ward. The Marines were already in the line. 
Armoured trains with naval guns and 
British bluejackets came into. action on the 
morning of the 4th. 

The two Naval Brigades reached Dunkirk 
that night, and were due to enter Antwerp on 
the evening of the Sth. At the special request 
of the Belgian Staff they were to be inter- 
spersed with Belgian divisions to impart the 
encouragement and assurance that succour was 


at hand, 
Aisne Withdrawal. 


The British 7th Division and 3rd Cavalry 
Division, carried daringly across the water by 
Prince Louis in the teeth of submarines, 
began to disembark at Ostend and Zeebragge 
from the morning of the 6th onward. The 
French division was embarking at Havre. 
Admiral Ronarc’h and hie 8,000 Fusiliers 
Marins were already entrained for Dunkirk. 
If only Antwerp could hold out... . 

Meanwhile, also, it must be remembered, 
Sir John French was secretly withdrawing 
the British Army from the Aisne and moving 
round behind the French front to the neigh- 
bourhood of St. Omer with the intention of 
striking at Lille and beating in the German 
right. 

Every day that large German forces were 
detained in front of Antwerp helped and 
covered the detrainment and deployment of his 
army end increased ite chances of success. But 
every day became graver the peril to the Bel- 
gian Army of being cut off, if, after all, the 
Germans should be the victors in the maip 
battle. 

The anxieties and uncertainties of this tre- 
mendous situation had to be supported by the 
Belgian chiefs in addition to 
actual German attack battering on the crumb 
lin Antwerp front and its exhausted 
defenders. 


Tense and Tragic Days. 

That they were borne with constancy and 
coolness, that the defence was prolonged for 
five momentous days, and that, although the 
Antwerp front was broken in before effective 
help could arrive, the Belgian Field Army 
was safely extricated, was a memorable 
achievement. 

The attitude of the King and Queen through 
these tense and tragic days was magnificent. 
The impression of the grave, calm, soldier 
King presiding at Council, sustaining his 
troops and commanders, preserving an un- 
conquerable majesty amid the ruin of his 
kingdom, will never pass from my mind. 

eanwhile Lord Kitchener and Prince 
Louis continued to give the necessary orders 
from London.

BUTTER, 

The annual general meeting of shareholders 
in the Home and Colonial Stores, Limited, 
was held at the offices, Paul street, Finsbury, 
London, E.C., yesterday. 

Mr. H. G. Emery (Deputy Chairman), who 
“gi said that it was gratifging in times 
ike these to be able to present a report and 
balance sheet showing such good results, 
The net profit was £341,968. They were 
paying 15 per cent. on the Ordinary Shares 
for the year, and a special bonus of Is.

per share. They were also putting £32,000 
to a reserve for equalising dividends. Their 
| business during the year had been good, 
but, with regard to the year on which they 
had just entered, no one knew what the 
future had in store. Things moved very 
quickly, and it was rather difficult for their 
buyers to decide what was likely to more 
in their respective markets beyond a 
days ahead. As an instance, early in 
December there were large arrivals of 
Colonial butter. This should have been, and 
would have been, their bayers’ opportunity, 
but the unexpected happened. America came 
along and EC ME the markets of all avail- 
able Danish butter, with the result that 
buyers of Danish had to take Colonial, acd 
peices advanced as quickly as they had pre- 
viously fallen. The company had always 
been large buyers of Colonial butter and 
cheese. Their only regret was that they 
could not do more with home produce, bu it 
was impossible for them to get supplies of 
home produce as and when needed. They 
held that no finer butter came into the 
country than the New Zealand. Last year 
New Zealand shipped 116,000 tons of butter 
and cheese to the mother country—55,000 
more than im 1914. America was competing 
with this country for supplies in markets 
which had always been looked apon as this 
country’s, and this was making their buyers 
somewhat anxious as to future prices. With 
regard to the tea dety, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer reduced that by nearly 4d. per Ib. 
on the 1st May. This company’s prices on 
that date were 2s. 6d., 2s. Zd., and 2s. per lb. 
On May 8th those prices were reduced to 
2s.

‘The lowest quality wonld 
then be 2d. per }b. dearer than it was be- 
fore the redaction in the dnty last May 
Therefore, so far as the consumer was con- 
cerned, the Chancellor might just as. weli 
have left the tea duty alone, for, if the sell- 
ing prices had remained as they were before 
the duty was reduced, tea would not have 
advanced to the extent it had, because any 
price over 2s. 6d. would have caused a re- 
duction in consumption, and thus stayed. to 
a large extent, an advance such as they had 
experienced.

Efforts on the part of the German Government 
fo artificially check the 
value of the mark are not like 
so long as the printing continues to turn 
ont paper at anything like ite present rate.
